BEAR  CATS 
WIN  VICTORY 

Splendid  School  Spirit  Shown  Dur¬ 
ing'  Game — Bear  Cats  Win  from 
Palmer  College,  26  -  0. 

The  Bearcats  won  the  first  foot¬ 
ball  game  of  the  season,  Avhen  they 
defeated  Palmer  College  of  Albany, 
at  Maryville,  Oct.  6.  On  the  after¬ 
noon  of  the  game  all  classes  were 
dismissed  at  2:30.  A  short  “pep” 
assembly  was  held  and  then  the  en¬ 
tire  student  body,  with  the  exception 
of  the  team  marched  thru  the  prin¬ 
ciple  streets  and  the  public  square 
of  Maryville.  After  they  had  given 
their  yells  they  marched  back  to  the 
field  for  the  game.  The  cheering 
under  the  direction  of  the  leader, 
Don  Roberts  and  his  assistants  was 
probably  the  best  the  Normal  lias 
ever  had.- 

The  game  began  at  3:30.  Cap¬ 
tain  Pickens  won  the  toss  and  chose, 
the  west  goal.  Palmer  kicked  off 
and  Maryville  quickly  ran  the  hall 
back  to  the  ten  yard  line.  A  for¬ 
ward  pass  to  Scott  scored  the  first 
touchdown  for  Maryville.  Garard 
failed  to  kick  goal.  Score  6-0.  Al¬ 
bany  chose  to  kick  off.  Maryville 
received  the  ball  and  again  rushed 
it  down  the  field  toward  Palmer’s 
goal.  Scott  again  went  across  the 
line  for  a  touchdown  on  a  forward 
pass.  This  touchdown  was  disputed 
by  Palmer,  as  the  hall  was  touched 
by  a  Palmer  player  before  Scott, 
caught  it  but  the  touchdown  was  al¬ 
lowed  by  Referee  Moore.  Garard 
kicked  goal.  Score,  13-0.  Albany 
kicked  off  and  Maryville  advanced 
the  ball  to  the  20-yard  line  as  tlio 
whistle  blew  for  the  eml  of  the  first 
quarter.  The  second,  quarter  open¬ 
ed  with  the  ball  on  Palmer’s  20-yard 
line.  The  ball  was  carried  forward 
by  line  bucks  and  Andrew  went 
across  the  goal  line  for  the  third 
touchdown.  Garard  failed  to  kick 
goal.  Score,  19-0. 

Palmer  received  the  ball  at  the 
start  of  the  third  quarter.  Mary¬ 
ville  held  them  for  downs  and  for 
the  remainder  of  the  quartor,  the 
ball  was  alternately  in  the  posses¬ 
sion  of  Palmer  and  Maryville,  neith¬ 
er  side  having  a  decisive  advantage. 

The  fourth  quarter  opened  with 
Palmer  in  possession  of  the  ball. 
After  a  few  minutes  of  scrimmage, 
Maryville  got  the  ball  and  on  a  for¬ 
ward  pass  Scott  scored  a  touchdown,
